CITY DEPARTMENTS 


A. Sullivan, chair- 
Boston finance commission; 
Dana and members of the 
commission were before the committce 
on metropolitan affairs at the State 
House today to discuss the recommenda- 
tions of the commission for legislation 
to place the collecting department, treas- 
ury and penal institutions departments 
of Boston; clerks of courts for Suffolk, 
court officers and clerks of the registry 
of deeds under the civil service rules. 

Such a proposition naturally attracted 
a number of prominent city and county 
officials, among others Atty. Arthur L. 
Spring of the law department, the Hon. 
W. T. A. Fitzgerald of the registry of 
deeds, Judge Wilfred Bolster, Judge Duff 
of the municipal courts, Clerk Ingalls of 
the municipal court, Superintendent of 
Streets Guy C. Emerson, Deputy Su- 
perintendent James H. Sullivan and 
others. 

Chairman Sullivan opened by present- 
ing his reasons why in the collecting 
treasury and penal institutions depart- 
ments it was advisable that appoint- 
ments hereafter should be under the civil 
seervice. He said that it was notorious 
that there were in all of these depart- 
ments political appointments. 

Mr. Sullivan would exempt clerks of 
court appointed by the courts, but the | 
appointments of the sheriff of Suffolk, 
it well-known, he said, had been | 
made for years for political purposes and 
had been about equally divided between 
the Republican and the Democratic par- 
ties and should come under the civil ser- | 
viee,. Deputy sheriffs should be exempt 
and court officers should be appointed 
by the jiumdiges

It appears that not for many years

in Austria, in Hungary and in Russia. 
The proposition that was made to mem- 
bers of the commission was that the 
emigration of Europeans should be re- 
stricted to those to whom passports 
should be issued. The United States 
government was to fix the terms upon 
which these passports were to be issued, 
and the premise was made that the 
treaty, if effected, would be lived up to 
the letter. 

Upon the return of the commission to 
the United States in the fall of 1907 the 
propositions of the European govern- 
ments were laid before our state de- 
partinent, but no attempt was made to 
perfect a treaty or treaties because 
many other departments were interested 
in what might be done, and so the whole 
matter fell through. 

Caming to the question of the expenses 
of the commission while abroad, was 
pointed out that six of the nine mem 
bers of the commission made the Euro- 
pean trip.

Wheat—Market was irregular and ac- 
tive. Opened up on the cables which were 
unexpectedly strong, but there was a lot 
of wheat for sale, and a quick break fol. 
lowed with a good deal of long wheat 
bought yesterday coming out. The re- 
action in prices was partly due to the 
heavier receipts in the Northwest and re- 
ports of quiet cash demand. The actual 
interior consumption of wheat is large, 
however, notwitlstanding all the talk of 
dull flour trade.

Ir 1s encouraging to note that the tonnage 
of sail and steam vessels built in the United 
States during the last six months of 1909 
was nearly twice that of the corresponding 
period of the previous year. The bureau of 
navigation reports that 562 vessels of 82,425 
gross tons were built in the last half of 1909, 
as against 528 vessels of 47,250 gross tons in 
3 the same period of 1908. Can this be taken 

een a as an indication of a revival of our shipping? 
It will be gratifying if it can be shown that there has been a turn in 
the tide of our maritime interests, which have long been in decline. 
Prior to the civil war the greater part of our foreign traffic was 
carried in American ships, while now less than 9 per cent is so trans- 
ported. During the same time that our shipping has fallen off the 
foreign trade has more than quadrupled. 

The claim is made that this traffic has been taken away from us 
hy Ikuropean powers by the payment of subsidies and subventions and 
other government aid to their merchant marine. This may be true 
to a certain extent, but a large portion of the British merchant marine 
is not subsidized. American capital that has been employed in other 
avenues of trade is turning more and more to the sea. We may win 
back what we have lost and much besides. Within four years the 
tonnage engaged in our coasting trade has increased from 5,441,888 
to 6,451,042 tons, a gain of 1,009,154 tons. What we might do 
with free ships is illustrated in the case of a German line that has 
prospered, through efficiency, without any subsidy. The subsidy 
policy will be earnestly advocated in the present Congress, but there 
are many who hold the belief that it is not needed, and that American 
shipping interests if given a fair show will regain their former 
supremacy against all competition. 

The country has been clamoring for a downward revision of the 
tariff, and would probably not favor an additional tariff on ships. 
All signs of progress not due to government aid will be hailed with 
pleasure. |

In short, according to Judge Landis, there has been no founda- 
tion whatever for the stories sent out from the national capital to the 
effect that prosecution of the “beef trust’’ was to be entered upon in 
Chicago as a consequence of evidence going to establish the guilt of 
the packers gathered at the seat of government. Judge Landis 
declares that the evidence to be placed before the grand jury which 
has just been impaneled in his court 1s based upon information that 
came to him personally and that he communicated to the district 
attorney. The judge proceeds to caution the grand jury to pay no 
attention whatever to these stories or statements. 

This is proceeding by sane, safe and fair methods. There must 
be still in the public mind a vivid recollection of the stunning blow 
dealt the meat industry a few years ago by incautious and impulsive 
proceedings. Judge Landis, no doubt, recalls the mistakes of that 
period and is striving to prevent their repetition now. Whatéver is 
wrong in the present instance can be righted, as it should be, by the 
dignified process of law.

Canada. Without the phenomenal rise of the Dominion, it is at least 
doubtful whether Great Britain could, in the long run, have checked 
the natural economic tendency of the islands in the direction of the 
L'nited States; but with the rapidly growing British market to the 
north of the republic, it was no longer a question of choosing between 
a declining market in the mother country and an increasing one in 
the United States, for prosperous Canada showed a way out of the 
dilemma within the bounds of the empire. 

The West Indies clung to Great Britain just long enough to 
iimake a new imperial combination possible by which the mother 
country, the self-governing daughter nation and the time-honored 
crown colonies are enabled not only to safeguard and to consolidate 
but vastly to develop their individual interests. It is the certainty 
of the construction of an interoceanic canal that puts an entirely 
different complexion on the imperial value of the West Indies, and 
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such has been the economic unfoldment and _ political growth of 
Canada that the value of the islands dominating the eastern eritrance 
to the canal concerns the Dominion in larger measure than the mother 
country. Evidently this new imperial factor, introduced by the 
construction of the isthmian canal, points to a far greater share for 
Canada in the governance of the empire than can be gauged at the 
present time. 

If it can be reasonably said that the opening and control of the 
isthmian waterway by the United States will result in the eventual 
transfer of political preponderance from the British branch of the 
Anglo-Saxon race to the American branch, the proposed entente 
between Canada and the West Indies may be regarded as a potent 
effort to regulate this transfer, the first step to that partnership of the 
English-speaking world which is the surest and quickest way to reach 
the goal of our age—universal peace.

The student court, it is 
determined, shall have original and exclusive 
jurisdiction in all cases involving discipline, except that this 
jurisdiction shall not extend beyond the male students or include 
cases of dishonesty in university work. The faculty undertakes to 
execute the sentence recommended by the student court, with certain 
necessary reservations, and the court itself will be composed of six 
seniors and three juniors, to be chosen from eighteen nominees by 
the whole student conference. 
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The plan will doubtless work out successfully. It is to be 


inaugurated under most favorable circumstances. President Van 
Hise, during the six years of his service, has maintained that 
self-government is the most desirable form of control in a large 
university. He has encouraged the students frequently in the 
management of their own affairs, and this policy has led to the 
suppression of hazing among them. ‘The faculty, too, is in entire 
sympathy with the self-governing idea. 

But behind all this, an influence of far greater power will be 
active and inspiring at every step. The students will be spurred on 
by a sense of the responsibility and trust that the action of the 
faculty carries with it. And by growing up to it and proving worthy 
of it, they will crown with fulfilment the promise that accompanies 
every enlargement of human freedom.

these charges, as the subject is one of extreme importance and calling 
for careful investigation and wise action. Money should be forth- 
coming to pursue all proper inquiries. The superintendent of prisons 
of New York reports that there are 1091 foreign-born alien convicts 
in the Empire state prisons. It is pointed out that few of these aken 
convicts are married. The superintendent urges, and it is apparent 
to all, that the interests of this country would best be served by the 
exclusion of this undesirable class of immigrants, who claim and 
receive the protection and benefits that our form of government 
affords but disregard our laws.

The January number of the publication 
carried the assertion; in the February 
number appear letters from teachers that 
flatly controvert it; and these communica- 
tions lose none of their value by reason of the 
fact that here and there they contain reluctant admissions of 
discontent. : 

A man teacher appears in the midst of this controversy, not as 
a mere intruder, but as one who has something that he believes 
the great American public should hear and heed. This public. he 
declares, might treat the teachers better. It is fond of telling them 
in ceremonial addresses that they’ are performing the highest kind 
of work on earth—and it tells them on the payrolls that they are 
doing the cheapest public service known. “It ridicules them,” he 
says, “in literature, on the stage and in newspaper cartoons. The 
town is cheating itself out of a good part of its school taxes by 
failing to take off its hat to the girl behind the desk. The happiness 
of a teacher is like the sweetness of the water supply.” 

The original statement and assertion may not be reflective of a 
general condition, the discontent that is reluctantly admitted in the 
replies may not be very deep-seated; but it is questionable whether 
the public should accept any satisfying assumptions and conclusions 
Should it rest, indeed, until it has removed the cause of discontent 
among the teachers? ‘The girl behind the desk” is deserving of 
considerate and generous treatment in recognition of her services 
to the community, the state and the nation, and for the sake of the 
future men and women of the country whose characters she assists 
in molding.

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THe Anglo-Saxons of New England are 
being engulfed by the flood of immigra- 
tion, savs Prof. William Z. Ripley of 
Harvard University. The Yankee is passing. 
The native-born in this long-colonized section 
are being absorbed by the foreign element. 
Professor Ripley is a careful observer, the 
author of the standard work, “The Races of 
Kurope,” and his statements are worthy of 
attention. The old English stock in this 
country 1s being obliterated, he says. and he predicts that the tuture 
American will be less in stature, darker, and of the broad-headed 
type. He finds that for over halt a century more than one seventh 
of our population has been of foreign birth, varying in different 
states. In Minnesota and New York the foreign-born constitute 
about a fourth of the population, while in Massachusetts the 
proportion is about one third. He declares that the group of foreign- 
born, with its children, in this country today makes up one third of 
the total population. 

In Boston the percentage is given as seventy. Within a few 
blocks, in a colony of 28,000 people in the North End of Boston, there 
are no less than.twenty-five distinct nationalities. Is it anv wonder, 
asks Professor Ripley, that serious students contemplate the racial 
future of Anglo-Saxon Americans with some concern? He remarks 
on the colony of Turks at Peabody, the colonies of Finns along Cape 
Ann, and the Portuguese colony on Cape Cod, and points out how 
they emphasize the difference between the races that are now among 
our immigrants and those that donunated the tide of immigration 
even less than a generation ago. | 

We are not to remain apathetic under these conditions, however, 
for Professor Ripley tells us that we have a glorious dluty to perform. 
This is to take up the Anglo-Saxon’s burden and carry forward the 
idea of inspiring these immigrant peoples with our ideals, that these 
ideals may be continued by the new type of American.

Without entering too deeply into the subject, 
it might be asked if the error here charged 
against the: President is not common—as common as the complaint 
about it—to such agitations and periods as we have been passing 
through during the last few years? Is it not, in fact, the usual 
thing and the thing to be expected, that under such circumstances 
and at such times men lose their capacity tor making fine distinc- 
tions? Perhaps this is why it has so often happened that those who 
have set revolutions going have been swept away by them. 

There has been a loud cry of late for governmental regulation of 
corporations—for governmental inspection of private business—and 
there is no question that the demand has been justified by the monopo- 
listic exactions of certain combinations. But it must be plain to the 
thoughtful that we cannot have two sets ot laws, one for the big 
corporations that are assumed to be bad, and another for the smaller 
corporations that are assumed to be good; nor is it quite fair to 
expect President Taft, in dealing with them, in a special message or 
otherwise, to attempt to draw a line between the combinations that 
ought to be federally inspected and regulated and those that ought to 
be permitted to pursue the even tenor of their way in peace. 

If the regulation by federal authority of corporations doing an 
interstate business is deemed by the American people a necessary 
step, then its wisdom can be best demonstrated by its general applica- 
tion. ‘The law should be no respecter of persons or of corporations.
